Our station has officially asked Kodak to do radiation 
enhancenrent of the original f^oornran Polaroid, and we are 
awaiting their response. The Kodak scientists who have seen 
the copies of our best work want this project to cpntinue;

This technique, which is conrpletely non-destructive, has 
been around for nrore than 30 years, and the HSCA photo panel 
should have considered it. 

Here's a tape of the 35 trinute Central response (which, 
of course, was never shown here.) Nigel Turner told Te he was 
very surprised at how he and the show were treated, ^aybe so, 
but I bet there would have been a lawsuit by Pironti.if Central 
hadn't let hitr speak - reTetrber, though, that atteirpts were 
trade to interview hitr for the docunrentary. 

First on the tape is NBC's Today Show coverage of The Nen 
Who Killed Kennedy; that is followed by the Central response 
to the controversy. 

Afterword, all is black and white - you nright turn off your 
color for the best picture. 

First up is Curry's interview either late irorning or early 
afternoon of Novetrber 23. Note that sotre unidentified reporter 
asks if Oswald shot at Walkerl 

Next X8S is NBC/WBAP-TV tape of activities before, during and 
after the shooting of Oswald fronr our station's (raster tape. Both 
the Warren Conrnrission and HSCA had this tape. You'll nate that 
DPD detectives tell Torr Petit and the national viewing audience 
that the rran (Ruby) caire froir behind a green car, jurrped apxRX 
over the railing and corre up and shot Oswald. Petit then repeated 
this inforiration several tirres. Larry Harris and I have spent a 
lot of tiire of this and are planning on writing about it': 

You should also know that this is the very tape Seth Kantor looked 
at in researching his Ruby book; unfortunately, he chose to ignore 
the fact that one of the detectives who gave Petit the info, and 
who repeated it to others (you can see hitr pointing two rrore tinres), 
was Blackie Harrison. Harrison certainly wouldn't be telling others 
N bbw how Ruby got in if he had helped hirr! 

I first saw this tape early in 1977 and have shown it to (rost 
of the Texas researchers. 


That segnrent is followed by the CBS/KR'.D-TV tope of the sorre 
events. It clearly shows, despite what Kontor soys, two nren 
pushing in the WBAP coirero. Neither one is Ruby - they ore John 
Tonkersley and Dave Tirrrrons, both Ibkhrk errployees.at the tiire. 

The final sequence is an NBC interview, live, with I^.W. 
Stevenson early in the rrorning of Noveirber 23, 1963. 

Please do not irake dubs for people, but feel free to show 
their to anyone.
